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THIEF STOLE MY 
INDEPENDENCE’ 


OAP stranded as mobility scooter taken as she shopped

A DISABLED pensioner whose 
mobility scooter was stolen while 
she was in a shop says the thief has 
robbed her of her independence. 

Jan Hepworth, 70, of Vicarage 
Wood, Harlow, relies on her Shop- 
rider Perrero scooter which she 
uses every day. 

She said that without it she is 
unable to get out and about. 

Mrs Hepworth had parked the 
scooter outside the Aldi store at The 
Stow while she went inside to do 
some shopping on Saturday morn¬ 
ing. When she left the premises at 
about 11am it had gone. 

“I parked it just outside the exit 
and the key to it was safely in my 
pocket,” she said. “I picked up a 
shopping trolley as I cannot walk 
very well unaided. I was only in the 
shop a few minutes and when I came 
out my mobility scooter had gone.” 

Shock 

“I could not believe it was gone. I 
was in shock as I could not have 
been in the shop for more than eight 
minutes. I was left quite traumat¬ 
ised.” 

Mrs Hepworth reported the theft 
of the scooter, which is worth more 
than £1,000 and is not insured, to the 
police. She was told the store’s 
CCTV filmed a man driving it 
away. 

Police have confirmed they are 
investigating it as a suspected 
theft. 

Mrs Hepworth, who has lived in 
Harlow since 1952, is a regular shop¬ 
per at Aldi, which she visits several 
times a week. 

She bought the scooter three 



years ago and uses it for short trips 
which she would otherwise be 
unable to manage. 

“I could get to The High and the 
old town and, until he died, I walked 
my dog every day in the Town Park 
on my scooter,” she said. 

“You can’t believe how I feel as the 
scooter was my only means of 


mobility and I have no chance of 
getting a new one.” 

Mrs Hepworth believes the scoot¬ 
er was stolen by someone using 
using a key from another vehicle as 
they are not unique. 

“This has got to be a warning to 
others as I have been left stranded,” 
she added. “I always park in the 


same place by the exit.” 

Mrs Hepworth is married to hus¬ 
band Bob, 73. They have three chil¬ 
dren, seven grandchildren and 
three great-grandchildren.

Trio arrested 
after raids as 
attempted 
murder probe 
continues 

THREE people have been 
arrested on suspicion of 
attempted murder by police 
investigating an attack during 
which two men were attacked 
with a meat cleaver and a claw 
hammer at a house in Harlow. 

Officers with search warrants 
raided four addresses in Elwood, 
Orchard Croft, Sakins Croft and 
Carters Mead yesterday 
(Wednesday) morning. 

A 31-year-old man, a 31-year- 
old woman and a 28-year-old 
man, all from Harlow, were 
arrested on suspicion of 
attempted murder and 
aggravated burglary. 

They were taken to Harlow 
police station for questioning. 

Victims 

The victims of the attack, a 
father and son, were asleep at 
their home in Tunnmeade when 
they were woken by a knock at 
the door shortly after 9pm on 
Wednesday, March 25. 

When they went to answer, 
three people forced their way 
into the property and demanded 
cash. There was a struggle 
during which the older man was 
struck with a meat cleaver and 
suffered numerous wounds to 
his head, arms and legs. 

He was forced to go upstairs 
by his assailants and made to 
hand over £1,600 in £20 notes. 

The suspects also attacked the 
younger victim, cutting him to 
the bone on his back and 
breaking his collarbone. 

Detective Constable Ryan 
Burgess said: “The search 
warrants we executed 
demonstrate how we remain 
committed to this investigation. 

“The injuries suffered by the 
victims in this attack were 
horrific.”

MP pushing for 
free public wifi 
in town centre 

Halfon starts online petition to gather support

A CAMPAIGN to bring free public 
wifi to Harlow town centre has been 
launched by MP Robert Halfon. 

If successful, the Tory MP hopes 
to roll-out the project ward by ward 
until everyone in the town has 
access to free wifi. 

Mr Halfon, who made the pledge 
shortly after being re-elected, set-up 
an online petition on Monday to 
gather support for the plans. 

He said: “Harlow is the birth place 
of fibre-optic technology. As such, I 
want every resident - especially 
those from lower incomes - to have 
access to free wifi across the town. 

“Every Harlow resident, old or 
young, should have access to the 
internet and to not be inhibited by 
cost. 

“Free access to the internet via 
wifi would empower thousands of 
Harlow residents, looking for 


information, searching for jobs, and 
other opportunities.” 

Speaking this week, the new 
deputy chairman of the Conservat¬ 
ive Party said: “Free wifi is now 
available in many of the country’s 
great towns and cities, including 
Bishop’s Stortford, and so I am call¬ 
ing for it to be rolled out across 
Harlow, initially in the town centre, 
for the benefit of all residents.” 

More than six out of 10 people in 
the UK now use a mobile device to 
access the internet, with trends 
showing that those numbers will 
increase further. 

However, many factors including 
cost, speed of internet, how many 
people would be estimated to be 
using it and the geographical area it 
would cover will need to be taken 
into account when deciding how to 
proceed. 

Mr Halfon added: “This petition 
urges all Harlow authorities, par¬ 
ticularly our local councils, to work 


towards giving free wifi to all Har¬ 
low people, to engage business and 
our community to look at ways free 
wifi can be achieved, starting with a 
roll out in the town centre and 
extended ward by ward. 

“We should all champion Harlow 
and I will work hard to ensure that 
all Harlow residents, particularly 
lower earners, can get the power of 
the internet at no cost. 

Mr Halfon is urging all residents 
to sign the online petition ‘Free wifi 
for Harlow town centre’ in the hope 
it will aid his campaign. 

“I have set up an online petition 
which I encourage everyone to sign 
so that we can get free wifi in the 
town centre as soon as possible. I 
will work with the local authorities, 
particularly Harlow council, to 
deliver what is needed to bring 
about this change,” he added.

MOTORISTS stopped on suspicion of 
drinking and driving will also be given 
roadside drugs tests as part of Essex 
Police’s summer crackdown. 

The month-long campaign, which 
started on Monday, will focus on towns 
with bustling night-time economies as 
well as rural areas where some drivers 
believe they have less chance of being 
caught. 

And for the first time officers on 
patrol will be issued with new drug 
testing kits which are detect illegal 
substances including cannabis and 
cocaine following the introduction of 
new legislation in March this year. 

The new rules run alongside an 
existing law under which it is an offence 
to drive when impaired by any drug. The 
new regulations set low levels for eight 
illegal drugs and much higher ones for 
prescription drugs. 

The penalties for drug driving are the 
same as for drink driving - a minimum 
12-month driving ban, a fine and/or a 
prison sentence of up to six months. 

Drivers using prescription drugs 
within recommended doses will not be 
penalised. 

Equipped 

The man heading up the countywide 
campaign, Essex Police’s casualty 
reduction manager Adam Pipe, said: 

“We are better equipped than ever and 
officers will continue to crack down on 
irresponsible drivers who get behind the 
wheel under the influence, but we need 
the public’s help. 

“We’re asking residents to take some 
responsibility for the safety of their 
community and tell us about people who 
put the lives of innocent road users at 
risk by driving drunk or high on drugs.” 

Ann Scott, eastern regional manager 
for Crimestoppers, added: “Some people 
may have information about a regular 
drink driver but feel uncomfortable 
going directly to the police, especially if 
they are a neighbour, family member or 
friend. There is a safe alternative in 
passing information to Crimestoppers. 

“We take this information 
anonymously. We never ask for the 
caller’s name or any personal details, we 
do not trace or record the calls and those 
giving information do not have to give a 
statement to the police or go to court. 
Nobody will know you called.”

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Open verdicts 
over airplane 
crash deaths 

A CORONER has recorded open 
verdicts at an inquest into the deaths 
of a pilot and his passenger who died 
when a light aircraft crashed. 

Dad-of-one Simon Chamberlain, 29, 
of Riverside Court, Harlow, and 
Andrew Sully, 50, of Writtle, died 
when the Yak-52 training plane 
mysteriously nosedived into a field. 

The inquest at Chelmsford 
Coroners Court was told witnesses 
saw the plane flying at between 100ft- 
200ft shortly before it crashed. 

It then climbed to twice that height 
before nosediving into the ground 
and bursting into flames. Both men 
died from multiple injuries. 

Investigators with the Air Accident 
Investigation Branch of the 
Department for Transport told the 
hearing there was no way of knowing 
why the aircraft was flying so low. 

Investigator Andrew Robinson said 
there were some parts of the aircraft 
which could not be examined because 
of fire damage, but of what remained, 
they could find nothing which would 
have contributed to the accident. 

He said: “The difficulty in 
understanding this accident lies in 
why the aircraft was flying at that 
low to moderate speed, why at that 
low height, straight and level over a 
field in which a forced landing could 
be made. 

“We cannot dismiss the possibility

of some sort of engine power 
problem. We cannot explain the final 
manoeuvre. It’s clear the final 
manoeuvre occurred at a height from 
which recovery was not possible.” 

Mr Sully was a first officer with 
British Airways and a former RAF 
pilot who flew in the Gulf War. Mr 
Chamberlain was volunteer secretary 
and a trustee of North Weald museum. 

The inquest was told Mr Sully 
offered Mr Chamberlain the chance 
to be a passenger during the flight 
when he saw him at North Weald 


Airfield on the afternoon of the 
tragedy in March last year. 

After the hearing, Mr 
Chamberlain’s wife Lizzie and his 
parents issued a statement in which 
they said: “We are very disappointed 
that, despite the best efforts of the 
AAIB and Essex Police, who we 
would like to thank for their efforts, 
we are no closer to finding out why 
that aircraft was flying so low and so 
slowly over that part of Essex which 
led to the tragic loss of life and has 
left so many people in grief.”

GP and NHS trust cleared 
over brain damage claim 

Multi-million pound lawsuit on behalf of baby girl dismissed

A YOUNG girl from Harlow who was 
left irreversibly brain damaged after 
battling meningitis had her multi-mil¬ 
lion pound bid for compensation rejec¬ 
ted by a High Court judge this week. 

Mr Justice Jay cleared the Princess 
Alexandra Hospital NHS Trust and a 
GP of all blame for the 12-year-old’s 
lifelong disabilities. 

The girl, whose identity is protected 
by a court order, was left profoundly 
deaf and with learning difficulties 
after contracting the potentially fatal 


bug when she was just 13 months old. 

Her lawyers sought massive dam¬ 
ages for negligence against Dr Sohail 
Rana, and the hospital trust. 

They claimed Dr Rana failed to 
carry out an adequate examination or 
get a proper history of the girl and 
failed to heed what he was being told 
about her condition by her mum when 
he visited their home during the even¬ 
ing of September 28, 2003. 

Barrister Philippa Whipple said 
that had he done so she would have 
been taken to hospital sooner where 
swift treatment with antibiotics would 
have left her unscathed. 


However, the judge said Dr Rana 
was an honest and truthful witness, 
describing him as “a humane and 
diligent GP who strives to do his best 
for his patients”. 

Exonerating the GP, the judge said 
Dr Rana took an adequate history and 
carried out an adequate examination. 

Diagnosis 

The girl’s lawyers also claimed that 
if a proper examination had been car¬ 
ried out by a doctor in the A&E depart¬ 
ment of PAH the following day, it would 
have led to earlier diagnosis and effect¬ 
ive treatment. 


But again the judge ruled the hos¬ 
pital medic took an adequate history 
from the parents and undertook an 
adequate examination of the girl, 
adding there had been no rush to 
judgement on the doctor’s part. 

Later on September 29 the child was 
taken back to the Princess Alexandra 
Hospital where she was given intra¬ 
venous antibiotics. 

The judge said: “Unfortunately she 
developed pneumococcal meningitis 
combined with other features, and sus¬ 
tained irreversible brain damage.” 

A hospital spokeswoman said it did 
not want to comment on the ruling.

RESIDENTS, businesses and 
community groups are being 
asked for their views on how The 
Stow area of Harlow should be 
regenerated.

Important 

Councillor Tony Durcan, port¬ 
folio holder for regeneration and 
enterprise, said: “The Stow was 
the first neighbourhood shopping 
centre in Harlow and will always 
have an important place in the 
town’s history. 

“Today it is still a vibrant place 
with many local businesses oper¬ 
ating in the area and there is some 
community activity but we know 
it could be a better place for local 
residents. 

“Recent investment with the 
Aldi development gives us the 
opportunity to regenerate the 


Stow and we want to put a plan in 
place to help make that happen. 

“The most important part of 
this work is to continue to get the 
views of local residents, busi¬ 
nesses and community groups so 
together we can put that plan in 
place.” 

The Stow Neighbourhood 
Centre Design Framework SPD 
document, produced with Essex 
County Council Place Services, 
provides background and analys¬ 
is of the area, identifies strengths 
and opportunities and details 
various development options.

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Ten-year ban for 
woman guilty of 
animal neglect 

A WOMAN has been given a suspended 
prison sentence and banned from keep¬ 
ing animals for 10 years after she 
admitted causing unnecessary suffer¬ 
ing to three horses and a pig she kept at 
a small holding. 

Kelly Buteux, of Hailing Hill, Harlow, 
was sentenced at Stevenage Magis¬ 
trates Court last Tuesday after plead¬ 
ing guilty to six charges at an earlier 
hearing. 

The court was told that in October 
last year Buteux was found to have 
failed to adequately feed and care for 
the animals which she kept at the 
holding in Sawbridgeworth. It was 
stated the animals were malnourished 
and severely underweight. 

Buteux also failed to provide suitable 
bedding for the pig and neglected to 
provide veterinary care for one of the 
horses which had an abscess on its foot, 
causing it considerable pain. 

Investigation 

Buteux was charged with the 
offences following an investigation by 
Hertfordshire Constabulary’s Rural 
Operational Support Team (ROST). 

She was given an 18-week custodial 
sentence suspended for 12 months, a 12- 
month community order and a 12- 
month curfew with electronic tagging 
which prohibits her from leaving her 
home between 7pm and 7am. 

Detective Constable Amanda Mat¬ 
thews, from the ROST said: “No animal 
should have to suffer as the animals did 
that were in Kelly Buteux’s care. 

“I am very pleased with the outcome 
of this sentencing and I hope it sends a 
stark warning to anyone who has anim¬ 
als in their care that the police, along¬ 
side the RSPCA, will deal swiftly and 
robustly with anyone who neglects 
animals.”

A YOUNG entrepreneur who used his success in 
business to help others by launching a charitable 
trust has been nominated for an award. 

Matthew Martino, who lives in Spinning Wheel 
Mead, Harlow, with his parents and sister, has been 
put forward for an Essex Young People of the Year 
(YOPEY) award in recognition of his achievements 
as a positive role model.?? 

Born in Zimbabwe, Matthew moved to the UK 10 
years ago. By the age of 14 he was running a market 
stall selling mobile phone accessories from China. 

He left school at 16 and went into acting. Six 
years later he is working as a producer 
making his own movies. 

Alongside this and various other busi¬ 
ness interests - including property and 
apps - Matthew earned enough money to 
get his private pilot’s licence about 
which he has written a short book called 
Let’s Fly. 

But at times Matthew found success 
and wealth hard to handle. He once blew 
£3,500 on drinks for himself and friends 
on a single night out in London, got 
involved in public rows with other people 
in the movie industry and used to go on 
holiday “almost monthly” until 
him mother took away his 
passport. 

Two years ago Mat¬ 
thew realised he had 
to grow up and with 
the help of solicitor 
Mark Payne he set 
up the Matthew 
Martino Benevol¬ 
ent Fund (MMBF), 
giving grants to 
young people 
who want to 
learn to fly and 
make films. It 
was Mr Payne 
who nominat¬ 
ed Matthew for 
a YOPEY. 

Simon Phe- 
tter, who 
works for 


MMBF, said: “Matthew went from being totally 
crazy to becoming greatly involved at church and 
attending services every Saturday. He has changed a 
lot of his friends. 

“He put a stop to the money wasting as well as 
starting to be responsible. He has come a long way 
and I’m glad the change I see in him is from the 
inside.” 

Matthew said: “I set up MMBF Trust to empower 
young people in to the two industries that have 
helped me to be where I am today - aviation and the 
arts.” 

Matthew gave £50,000 to MMBF which will last 
until the end of this year and has signed over stakes 
in some of his businesses to MMBF. He hopes 
the profits from these businesses will 
enable the fund to continue supporting 
young people for years to come. 

One of those to benefit from the fund 
is Tinotenda Paddington, who said: “I 
had almost given up hope on getting a 
private pilot’s licence as I did not have 
the funding to pay for it myself. That 
was until I received an email saying 
that I was going to receive over £6,000 
for the scholarship.” 

Matthew added: “I have found greater 
wealth in being able to do what makes 
me happy and by also being able to 
help others.

Three in running to take over rail franchise 


THE three companies bidding to 
take over rail services in the 
region have been announced this 
week. 

All three - Abellio East Anglia 
Limited in a joint venture 
between Abellio and Stagecoach, 
First East Anglia Limited and 
National Express East Anglia 
Trains Limited - have success¬ 
fully passed the pre-qualification 
stage to make it on to the shortlist 
for the East Anglia rail franchise, 
which includes services through 
Harlow. 

They will now work with the 
Government to develop their pro¬ 


posals before receiving the invit¬ 
ation to tender in August. 

As part of the process they will 
have to show how they will 
improve the region's railways, 
including cutting journey times 
to London, providing more reli¬ 
able services and offering better 
connections. 

Rail minister Claire Perry 
said: “We have ambitious plans 
for East Anglia’s rail network and 
the successful bidder will be cent¬ 
ral to making them a reality. 

“We want to find a partner who 
will help us meet the increasing 
demand for transport in the 


region by providing faster, more 
reliable journeys and better con¬ 
nections across the region and 
beyond.” 

The new operator is due to take 
over the franchise in October 
2016. The East Anglia franchise, 
which is currently operated by 
Abellio Greater Anglia, carries 
354,000 passengers a day on five 
routes across the region. 

A public consultation on the 
future of rail services in East 
Anglia closed in March and the 
responses will be taken into 
account as the franchise propos¬ 
als are developed further.

pay for the lights, which are cur¬ 
rently switched off from lam to 
5am, to stay on. However, County 
Hall turned down the council’s 
offer and said it would be fine 
tuning its policy in the following 
12 months. 

This week Cllr Clempner said 
street lights would be one of his 
top priorities, along with secur¬ 
ing a permanent injunction to 
prevent travellers from setting up 
unauthorised encampments in 
the town and looking at ways to 
regenerate the town centre. 

He was speaking after appoint¬ 
ing his cabinet of six portfolio 
holders at Thursday’s annual 
council meeting during which 
Conservative councillor Tony 
Hall was elected unopposed as the 
new council chairman. 

The meeting was the first since 
the local elections on May 7 in 
which the ruling Labour admin¬ 
istration increased its majority. It 
now holds 19 of the 33 seats.

School turns things around 
to get ‘good’ Ofsted report 

New rating shows rapid improvement over the past 20 months

TEACHERS and pupils at a Har¬ 
low primary school are celebrat¬ 
ing after it was awarded a good 
rating by Ofsted inspectors less 
than 20 months after it was judged 
to be inadequate. 

Freshwaters Primary Acade¬ 
my, in School Lane, was marked as 
good in all five key areas of attain¬ 
ment - leadership and manage¬ 
ment, behaviour and safety of 
pupils, quality of teaching, 
achievement of pupils and early 
year’s provision. 

Praised 

The team of three Ofsted 
inspectors, who spent two days at 
the school in April, praised the 
management team which they 
said had “worked well together” 
since the school had become part 
of the Burnt Mill Academy Trust 
in September 2013. 

The latest Ofted report states: 
“The academy provides well for 
children in the early years and 
achievement is good in Key Stages 
1 and 2. Teaching is good and the 
academy has effective systems for 
developing teacher’s skill.” 

Freshwaters missed out on an 
outstanding rating because the 


inspectors said pupils did not 
have as many opportunities to 
develop in reading, writing and 
mathematics as they could. 


In addition, teachers did not 
always make it clear to pupils 
what they could do to improve 
their marks. 


Freshwaters headteacher Mari¬ 
os Solomonides said: “When I 
began leading Freshwaters the 
school was inadequate. 


“Our teaching and achieve¬ 
ments were just not good enough 
and children were not making 
enough progress. 

“My most recent report con¬ 
sidered everything to be good; 
achievement, quality of teaching, 
behaviour and safety, leadership 
and management and our early 
year’s provision. Ofsted agrees.” 

“I feel teachers, parents and 
children should be able to make 
decisions which affect them. 

Benefit 

“The rule is, if it is going to 
benefit the school then do it. I do 
not need to be notified of every 
last decision. 

“As a result, people come up 
with all sorts of wonderful ideas, 
solutions and improvements.” 

As well as Freshwaters, the 
Burnt Mill Academy Trust over¬ 
sees Cooks Spinney Primary 
School and Little Parndon 
Primary School in Harlow and 
Roydon Primary School. 

Helena Mills, head of BMAT, 
said: “We are very lucky to have a 
leader like Marios in our family of 
schools. His passion for the chil¬ 
dren to be successful learners and 
ambitious is infectious and is 
shared by all of us. 

“Freshwaters is a special place 
to be for children.”

INDUSTRIAL units at a farm in North Weald were used as 
the centre of operations for a gang behind the theft of scores 
of cars and vans worth more than £600,000, a court was 
told. 

Gang leader Ricky Steed, who masterminded the racket, 
was responsible for stealing most of the vehicles which were 
dismantled and the parts sold online or through cash-in- 
hand deals. 

But the criminal operation came to an abrupt end when 
they stole a Ford Transit from an address in Harlow on the 
night of October 31, 2013. The owner had fitted a tracking 
device to the van and it led police to the industrial unit in 
Vicarage Lane. 

It proved a crucial break for the 
team of detectives assigned to the 
case, codenamed Operation Debo¬ 
rah. Led by constables Chris 
Bailey and Matt Wigg along with 
specialist officers from the Essex 
Police stolen vehicle unit, they 
were working with Metropolitan 
Police officers to identify the 
thieves. 

Armed with a search warrant, 
they searched the premises and 
found 23 vehicles in stages ran¬ 
ging from complete to completely 
dismantled. 

Victims 

Basildon Crown Court was told 
the gang - Steed, Iain Sellers, 
George Smithson, Lee Morris and 
Danny Johnson - had stolen 58 
vehicles between February and 
December 2013. Many of their vic¬ 
tims were tradesmen or market 
traders who woke in the morning 
to find their vans had been taken 
from their driveways. 

Traces of DNA on a McDonald’s 
straw on a workbench at the 
North Weald unit linked Steed to 
the site. Police then discovered he 
had rented another unit at the site 
where fingerprints on a van iden¬ 
tified Sellers, who was an asso¬ 
ciate of Steed. 

Further investigations estab¬ 
lished other units at the farm 
were rented by Lee Morris and 
numerous stolen vehicle parts

and an intact stolen Ford Fiesta 
were found in one. 

Enquiries then led police to 
George Smithson and vehicle 
parts were found when his home 
at Harlow Common was searched. 
Smithson was found to have been 
involved in cutting up vehicles 
and disposing of the parts. 

The fifth gang member, Danny 
Johnson, was traced and was 
found to have been involved in the 
theft of vehicles. 

Steed, 22, of Dagenham, admit¬ 
ted conspiracy to steal motor 
vehicles and was jailed for two 
years and six months. Sellers, 26, 
of no fixed address, admitted con¬ 
spiracy and was jailed for two 
years while both Smithson, 22, 
and Morris, 37, from Tottenham, 
north London, admitted handling 
stolen goods and were given 12- 
month prison sentence suspended 
for 18 months. 

Johnson, 27, of Dagenham, 
admitted theft and was given a 12- 
month conditional discharge. 

Speaking after the case, Detect¬ 
ive Sergeant Paul Tindall of the 
Kent and Essex Serious Crime 
Directorate’s serious and organ¬ 


ised crime unit said: “Operation 
Deborah was set up to counter the 
theft of Transit vans and Ford 
Fiestas by an organised crime 
gang operating in Essex and the 
neighbouring London boroughs 
of Havering and Barking and 
Dagenham. The centre of oper¬ 
ations was the farm site at North 
Weald. 

Teamwork 

“Matt Wigg and Chris Bailey 
did a superb job in running this 
operation and it was a great 
example of proactive teamwork 
between officers from Essex and 
the Metropolitan Police. 

“They worked tirelessly to 
tackle a crime that was affecting 
car owners and the many trades¬ 
men who went out to work in the 
morning to find their van, their 
livelihood and their tools miss¬ 
ing.” 

DS Tindall added: “This case 
was solved mainly because one 
owner had fitted a tracking device 
that led us to the gang. It demon¬ 
strated just how useful trackers 
are in bringing criminals to 
justice.” 


Homes needed for trainee guide dogs 


FAMILIES in Harlow willing to 
look after a trainee guide dog are 
being sought by the Guide Dogs 
Association.

However, the dog cannot to be 
left in the home alone for more 
than four hours. 

A GDA spokesman said volun¬ 


teers will need to attend training 
and agree to follow dog care 
guidelines on feeding and exer¬ 
cising the dog and managing its 
behaviour. 

They will be provided with sup¬ 
port and advice and supplied with 
all the dog’s food and equipment. 
In addition, the charity will pay 
vets bills and other expenses.

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Museum lands 
a <£4k grant for 
temple project

A NEW project by Harlow Museum telling the story 
of the discovery of the town’s Roman temple site has 
been awarded a grant of almost £4,000 by the Essex 
Heritage Trust.between the museum, Oxford Uni¬ 
versity archeology department and local experts 
secured the funding which will be used to make 
existing documentation more publicly available by 
converting it into an electronic format. 

Work will begin later this month on collating and 
digitising the archive of the major 1980s excav¬ 
ations at the temple site in River Way, which were 
led Richard Bartlett. 

These excavations established the substantial 
time-depth of activity at the site, including ritual 
and funerary evidence spanning the Bronze Age to 
early medieval periods. 

Mr Bartlett died soon after the fieldwork was 
completed and the results were never fully pub¬ 


lished. The new project will be led by archaeologists 
from Essex County Council and Oxford University, 
together with museum volunteers who have cur¬ 
ated the archive over the past decade. 

The resulting digital archive will be safeguarded 
and made accessible to the public for future 
research by the Archaeological Data Service. 

Digital images and text from the project will feed 
into new displays and leaflets at both the museum 
and the Science Alive facility at Harlow Leis- 
urezone as well as, potentially, the temple site 
itself. 

Science Alive chief executive Jon O’Connor said: 
“Harlow Museum looks after local archive mater¬ 
ial, some of which is of real national significance. 
Obviously, we’re thrilled to have an opportunity to 
celebrate its work in this way. 

“Overall, the project marks a giant step towards 
the future publication of this significant excav¬ 
ation, a strategy for which will be another key 
outcome.”

Wasp with more than 
just a sting in its tail 




A NEW type of wasp which has been 
named the dementor after the scary 
characters in the Harry Potter novels is one 
of 139 new species discovered in south¬ 
east Asia. 

The wasp, which was found living by the 
side of a river in Thailand, eats cockroaches 
which it injects with a type of poison. 

This leaves the unfortunate insect unable 
to control its own movements and the wasp 
is then able to devour it alive. 

Other discoveries made by biologists 
include a crocodile newt, a frog that 
changes colour and the world’s second- 
longest species of measuring 53cm (21 
inches). 

As well as animals, the scientists also 
found 90 new types of plant. 

Details of the discoveries were revealed in 
a report by the World Wide Fund For Nature 
(WWF) which has warned many of the new 
species could already under threat of 
extinction. 

A spokesman for the charity said: 
“Protection from poachers, conservation of 
their habitat and maintenance of free- 
flowing rivers is needed to ensure their 
survival.” 

The charity also fears the new species 
may also be sought after by collectors of 
animals and plants, posing a further risk to 
their numbers.

ONE thing has always been clear, Makin’ Steps 
have always had a close eye on the future and 
their latest production reflected this with all the 
elements of talent and quality that Harlow 
audiences have come to expect. 

The flexible but cunning narrative centres 
around two girls, Maisie Humphreys and 
Abbie Middleton, exploring a new app on their 
iPad called “iTimeTravel”. 

Unaware of quite what this will allow them 
to do they take a leap into the unknown and 
travel back through Makin’ Steps past 
productions to join in with the present 
ensemble and to take a glimpse of what the 
future might have in store. 

And so the audience are treated to 
thirty-four numbers over two and a half hours 
from the company’s extensive repertoire - 
street dance and hip hop, ballet and tap 
dancing, musical theatre and quality singing 
that could grace any professional venue 
during any era. 

In fact, increasingly, it is the quality of the 
vocals that are drawing me to Makin’ Steps 



productions and my only criticism is although 
the dance performers were centre-stage and 
rightly so, the “backing-singers” could have 
been more visible. They certainly deserved to 
be. 

Five performances over four days, Makin’ 
Steps played to packed houses at their Potter 
Street base location. 

A quick glimpse at the programme shows 
you that Makin’ Steps is very much a 
family-affair and with the majority of 
audience members greeting proprietor 
Margaret Wright with a hug and a kiss it’s 
very clear who the head of the household is. 
Don’t upset mum and the show’s guaranteed to 


be a sure-fire success. 

With astonishingly, more than 90 performers 
involved in this tremendous showcase, it’s 
hard to single anyone out but the vocals of 
Hannah Furness ( What Now ) and Brooke 
Turnstill ( Thinking Out Loud) were 
particularly impressive. And the 
choreographers, who are integrated members 
of the company, should be immensely proud of 
the work they achieved. 

The piece de resistance was saved for the 
moment that Maisie and Abbie literally 
jumped into the screen of the giant iPad and 
out again. Clearly there are few barriers 
Makin’ Steps can’t break through - just give 
them TIME. 

What strikes me, time and again when I see 
Makin’ Steps productions is not just the sheer 
professionalism of the performances but the 
reflection of the confidence and conviction 
shown by Harlow’s young people taking part. 
They say that Britain has Got Talent. Well, 
Makin’ Steps is growing it and showing it and 
it’s something that they and the entire town 
should be proud of.

A long, long way 
from James Bond

PIERCE Brosnan’s glory days as suave secret 
agent James Bond are a long and distant 
memory, which grows considerably fonder with 
each improbable twist and turn in Survivor. 

Originally entitled Alchemy, James 
McTeigue’s explosive-laden spy thriller uses the 
covert war on terrorism since the September 11 
attacks as a wobbly framework for a predictable 
game of cat and mouse between a fearless US 
agent and a sadistic assassin on the streets of 
London. 

Brosnan sheds his nice guy persona to play 
the sharp-shooting villain, who has had “so 
much reconstructive surgery, nobody knows 
what he looks like”. 

It’s a throwaway line of dialogue to casually 
explain why the striking Irish actor can swan 
around the capital, leaving destruction and 
bullet-riddled bodies in his wake without fear of 
capture, while statuesque co-star Milla Jovovich 
is tracked by almost every CCTV camera. 

Her ability to emerge unscathed from a hail of 
bullets during the film’s action sequences is one 
of many perplexing questions that remain 
unanswered by Philip Shelby’s flimsy script. 

Director McTeigue, who previously razed 
London in the 2005 dystopian fantasy VFor 
Vendetta, seems content to demolish a few more 
city blocks and ignore gaping holes in the plot. 

Security expert Kate Abbott (Jovovich) is 
drafted to the US embassy in London by her 
mentor, Ambassador Maureen Crane (Angela 
Bassett), to identify visa applicants who pose a 
threat to Homeland security. 

Intuition tells Kate to look closer into 
Romanian doctor Emil Balan (Roger Rees), who 
wants to visit America to attend a medical 
conference. 

She delays his visa application with the 
backing of section chief Sam Parker (Dylan 
McDermott) and investigates further, aided by 
four ambitious interns (Antonia Thomas, Sean 
Teale, Rege-Jean Page, Jing Lusi). 

An elusive hit man known as The Watchmaker 
(Brosnan) is hired to eliminate Kate in order to 
expedite Balan’s visa application, which is part 
of a bigger plot to inflict massive damage on 
American soil. 

The first attempt on Kate’s life fails and video 


evidence falsely implicates her in the terrorist 
atrocity. 

Hunted by The Watchmaker and Inspector 
Paul Anderson (James D’Arcy), Kate defies 
embassy survival protocol to evade capture and 
defuse the terrorists’ hydrogen, methane and 
fluorine bomb. 

Survivor is a generic battle of patriotic 
Americans versus nasty foreigners that casts 
Jovovich in her familiar role as a one-woman 
killing machine. 

Brosnan’s lacklustre performance remains in 
the shadow of a fake moustache that 


occasionally crawls across his upper lip, while 
Frances de la Tour fleshes out a thankless 
supporting role as a technowizard, who affirms 
Kate’s innocence. 

Set pieces are solid if unremarkable including 
bruising fistfights between the two leads. 

The picture’s 48-hour timeframe and a threat 
of six-digit casualties should generate a far 
greater sense of urgency than McTeigue 
accomplishes.

McCarthy reunites with Bridesmaids 
writer-director Paul Feig for an 
action-packed mission, which would 
leave James Bond decidedly shaken and 
stirred by its unorthodox approach to 21st-century 
espionage. 

Punctuated by thrilling chases and a frenetic 
knife fight in a restaurant kitchen, Spy is a 
terrifically entertaining caper, jam-packed with 
belly laughs and foul-mouthed outbursts. 

The hijinks are underpinned by another 
winning performance from McCarthy as a 
deskbound analyst at the CIA, who is championed 
for her moist homemade cakes rather than her 
sharp intellect. 

Brains arm-wrestles brawn in Feig’s politically 
incorrect and uproarious script, including an 
amusing cameo from rapper 50 Cent as himself 
and a juicy supporting role for Miranda Hart. 

While the leading lady proves her doubters 
wrong in the name of world peace, Jason Statham 
lampoons his tough guy screen image as a CIA 
operative, who was clearly at the shallow end of 
the gene pool when they were doling out 
intelligence. 

One wordy scene - perhaps the most dialogue 
Statham has ever delivered in a single take - is a 
particular highlight. 

Suave secret agent Bradley Fine (Jude Law) 
completes some of the agency’s most dangerous 
missions thanks to the quick-thinking and hi-tech 
gadgetry of analyst Susan Cooper (McCarthy). 


British bruiser Rick Ford (Statham), are 
compromised, Susan puts herself forward for 
active duty to infiltrate the inner circle of arms 
dealer Rayna Boyanov (Rose Byrne). 

CIA deputy director Elaine Crocker (Allison 
Janney) places her trust in Susan to complete the 
perilous mission without any field experience. 

“Track and report only,” instructs Elaine. 

Guided by her dithering colleague Nancy 
Artingstall (Hart), Susan adopts a series of dowdy 
disguises to get close to Rayna without arousing 
suspicion. 

“I look like someone’s homophobic aunt,” 
remarks Susan about one of her fake personas. 

As Rayna prepares to sell a stolen device to 
Sergio De Luca (Bobby Cannavale), Susan throws 
caution to the wind to avert global disaster. 

Opening with an extended action sequence and 
Saul Bass-inspired opening titles replete with a 
Bond-esque thunderous ballad, Spy is a 
rip-roaring treat. 

McCarthy throws herself into her role with 
gusto, mixing steeliness with lovability as she 
battles armed henchmen, speeds after a target on 
a scooter and tries to stop a bad guy from 
escaping in his helicopter. 

Hart essentially plays herself, but she’s a snug 
fit amidst a strong Anglo-American cast, who 
deliver Feig’s zinging one-liners with tongues 
wedged firmly in cheek.

Burgers and bangers are great staples of the barbecue but why not try 
something a little different with these tasty recipes 



Teriyaki Surf 'n' Turf with Salsa 

Surf ‘n’ Turf makes a great barbecue spread - just 
increase the quantities of ‘surf (prawns) and ‘turf 
(steaks) according to the number of guests you’re 
feeding.

Method 

1 For the surf ‘n’ turf, whisk together the teriyaki 
marinade, lime juice and oil. 

Using separate dishes, pour half over the steaks 
and half over the prawns. Cover and refrigerate for 
one hour.

SERVES 2 

Preparation time: 10 minutes 
Cooking time: 10 minutes 

Ingredients 

1 tsp cumin seeds 
y 2 lime juiced 
Itbsp olive oil 

200g halloumi, torn into bite sized chunks 
4 cumin & pomegranate-infused beetroot, cut into 
quarters 

4 spring onions, cut into 3cm battens 
1 small courgette, sliced into disks 
4 kebab sticks 

Method 

If using wooden kebab sticks, soak them in water 
before using so they don’t burn on the barbecue. 

In a small frying pan, toast the cumin seeds for a 
minute or two until they become fragrant, take care 
not to burn them. Remove from the heat and stir in 
the lime juice and oil and season well. 

Tip the veg and halloumi into a large bowl, pour 
over the dressing and combine well to coat. 

Thread the veg and cheese onto kebab sticks, 
reserving any dressing left in the bowl. Cook for 4-5 
minutes on each side the barbecue or under the 
grill, until the cheese is browned and crisp on the 
outside and the veg is cooked. 

Pour the reserved dressing onto a serving plate. 

Once cooked, turn the kebabs on the serving 
plate to soak up the remaining dressing.

CHICKEN TIKKA MASALA 
SERVES: 4 

PREPARATION TIME: 20 MINUTES. 

COOKING TIME: 30 MINUTES. 

INGREDIENTS: 

500g Boneless Chicken (cut into small cubes) 

1 Medium Onion 
lOg Fresh Ginger 
1 Garlic Clove 
1 Medium Tomato 
Small Green Pepper 
4 tbsp Veg/Olive Oil 
Half-tsp Turmeric 

6 tsp (40g) of Pataks Masala Paste (the guickest way at 
home - we make our own, which is our secret recipe) 

1 heaped tsp white sugar 
1 tbsp natural yoghurt 
125 ml fresh single cream 
3-4 knobs butter (optional) 

Fresh coriander (optional) 

INSTRUCTIONS: 

STAGE 1: (PUREE) 

1. Cut the onion and tomato into guarters and chop the green 
pepper, ginger (peeled), garlic clove, and a little coriander. 

2. Put the above in a small saucepan together with 3 tbsp oil, 
turmeric, a pinch of salt and a cup of warm water (around 
200/250 ml), covered with lid. 

3. Gently boil the vegetables until soft (approximately 15-20 
mins), stirring occasionally. 


4. When cooked, place in a blender to make into puree. 

STAGE 2: (CURRY) 

1. Heat the remaining oil (over a moderate heat) in a 
medium-sized saucepan. 

2. Add the Pataks Tikka Masala paste and cook for a few 
seconds (stirring continuously). 

3. Add the ready-blended puree and gently bring to the boil 
(stirring regularly). 

4. Add the chicken with a little warm water (around 100/125 
ml) and on full heat bring to boil and cook for 2 mins. 

5. Add the yoghurt, sugar and cream and bring to boil. 

6. Back to moderate / low heat, leave to gently simmer 
(covered) for 20-30 mins or until the chicken is cooked and 
the reguired texture is reached. 

7. Add more water if you prefer more sauce, or cook on 
higher heat for slightly longer with the lid semi opened for 
thicker sauce. 

8. Once cooked, add the butter, stir and leave the curry to 
settle for 10-15 mins. Remove any excess oil before serving, 
garnished with a little fresh coriander. 

TIPS: If you prefer a milder masala add a little more yogurt 
or cream. Also if you would like a healthier version, 
substitute the cream for coconut milk and sugar for honey.

Foster seeks blast-off

Rock-bottom Eagles urged to salvage T20

JAMES FOSTER has admitted 
that Essex must put things right 
quickly if they are to salvage their 
NatWest T20 Blast season.

In a thrilling game, Essex pos¬ 
ted 176 from their 20 overs thanks 
to 54 from Jesse Ryder and 68 from 


Tom Westley. 

But a masterclass of short- 
format batting from West Indian 
star Chris Gayle - playing his first 
game for Somerset - proved to be 
enough for the visitors. 

He struck 92 from 59 balls, with 
Lewis Gregory and Max Waller 
scrambling a single off the final 
ball of the match to secure vic¬ 
tory. 

Smashing 

And with Gayle also smashing 
151 from just 62 balls against Kent 
on Sunday, Foster hailed one of 
the world’s best T20 players. 


“Ultimately, it was a good game 
of cricket and the crowd got their 
money’s worth,” he added. 

“But I guess that they were 
really paying in hope of an Essex 
victory; however, it wasn’t to be. 

“It went down to the wire, 
which happens sometimes in T20 
cricket. You can look back at it 
and the various moments of the 
game where we could have done 
better, but we showed a lot of 
fight. 

“When you are coming across 
someone like Chris Gayle it is 
always going to be very hard work 
and, ultimately, he won the game

NEW Harlow Rugby Club 
chairman Tracey Lee has seen a 
massive turnaround in the girls 
and women’s game since she 
took up the sport 12 years ago. 

The ladies might still take 
their fair share of friendly 
banter from the men at the 
Elizabeth Way club, but Lee (43) 
knows respect is there, 
especially for her promotion to 
the Rams’ top role. 

Lee, of Milwards, said: “I do 
think that I have built up a 
relationship with the main men 
at the club.

“We still haven’t got enough 
girls to field all our teams, which 
is something we are trying to 
improve. 

“We’ve got a couple of girls 
going into the U18s and for the 
first time we have got a couple of 
girls who are eligible to come 
into the ladies’ first team.

We will be 
able to say they trained with our 
girls system and they are now 
playing adult rugby. It’s scary to 
think the girls I have coached 
from 15 years old are now on the 
pitch with me. But that will be 
great.” 

She has now turned her 
attention to getting more boys 
playing for Harlow. 

She said: “I want to try and get 
players at every age group. We 
are missing a couple of age 
groups [including U15 boys]. But 
our minis section hit one 
hundred this season for the first 
time. It’s doing very well. 

“It’s good that we are getting 
them so young, but can we retain 
them for the whole of their 
childhood? 

“And will they still want to 
play in adulthood. Sometimes 
you feel the boys that have been 
brought up playing rugby get fed 
up and want something new. We 
need to try and keep their 
interest.”

It is an exciting time to be chair¬ 
man of the rugby club, as it pre¬ 
pares to move from its 60-year 
home at Ram Gorse in Elizabeth 
Way to a new state-of-the-art com¬ 
plex at Latton Farm off Second 
Avenue. 

Lee, of Milwards in Harlow, was 
born and brought up in Cornwall 
and is a distant relation of former 
England captain Phil Vickery. 

But it was only when she moved 
to Harlow and took her then ten- 
year-old son Aaron to the club to 
try out minis rugby, that she 
thought: ‘I can do this, it looks like 
fun’. 

Lee, an I.T. adminstrator for 
Hertford brewers McMullen & 
Sons, recalled: “I first went to 
Harlow Rugby Club when my son 
Aaron started playing rugby in 
the minis section. 

“Whilst there one Sunday I saw 
a group of women about to play 
rugby: I stayed to watch and 
became totally hooked. 

“I spoke to captain Kelly Cot¬ 
ter ill [now Smith], borrowed her 
boots, and started playing. After 
my first season (2004/05) I won the 
Most Improved Player of the Year 
award. The following year I won 
the Manager’s Player of the Year 
award and also represented Essex 
at county level and East at region¬ 
al level.” 


Flair 


Lee was no stranger to sport as 
she is also a first kyu in judo. 

But Lee, who plays in the 
second row, has discovered a flair 
for rugby and in 2009 she cap¬ 
tained the Essex team. 

She also captained Harlow 
and has now been player-man¬ 
ager of the team, which plays 
in the RFUW South East 
Challenge League, for six 
years. 

Lee says increasing mem¬ 
bership is one of the key 
goals for her tenure as 
chairman. 

She said: “Hope¬ 
fully the new 
clubhouse 
will help 
attract new 
players. 

“We have 
lost our third 
men’s team 
[last season]. When 
I started at the club 
there were five men’s 
teams and the veterans. 

“We’ve been talking 
about development, creat¬ 
ing a structure to develop 
coaches, referees and the 
players themselves. 

“We are throwing around 
some ideas about how we 
can do that. 

“We just need to create a more

professional club. 

“As the time has gone on and the 
building [at Ram Gorse] has 
become more run down, the atti¬ 
tude to it has declined as well. It’s 
not a great place to be when the 
roof is leaking and the showers 
don’t work, the ladies toilet is not 
very nice. 

“They like my ideas 
and attitudes to things. 
I seem to have the 
Midas touch on 
everything and hope¬ 
fully that will con¬ 
tinue.” 

Lee is the 
first woman 
chairman in 
Essex, and 
only the 
second in 
the East 
region, 
after 
former 
Lowestoft & 
Yarmouth 
RFC’s

ton. 

“One of the 
big differences 
is that I am still 
playing. Experi¬ 
encing life as a 
player, which I 
think the exec 
[executive com¬ 
mittee] was far 
away from, as 


they had all stopped playing so 
many years ago, they didn’t have 
the experience of playing to bring 
to Harlow, which I do,” she said. 

The other thing she hopes to 
improve is the number of volun¬ 
teers helping out at the club. 

“We need more volunteers and 
people doing things. We are look¬ 
ing to recruit more club officers 
and I’m hoping that people will 


think ‘well if she can do that, why 
can’t I get more involved?’,” she 
said. 

“I don’t know if people are 
scared of what it might involve. 
Maybe they don’t think they can 
do it. The hardest thing is getting 
people to volunteer as time is 
restricted. 

“I’m not someone who will just 
talk about it, I will do it. Let me 


organise and do something in the 
background and that’s fine.” 

Lee will remain as chairman 
for one year initially, but is expec¬ 
ted to continue beyond that, over¬ 
seeing the move to Latton Farm 
which could be in 2017-18 if things 
go according to plan. “This year 
no one else put themselves for¬ 
ward, so I got the role by default,” 
she joked.

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CUNNINGHAM’S 
GOT RIGHT CHAP 

Hawks chief targets new players as he backs boss

HAWKS chief executive Tom Cun¬ 
ningham has pledged his full sup¬ 
port to boss Danny Chapman as 
he settles into his new joint role as 
director of football and first team 
manager. 

And Cunningham (59) has 
revealed the pair are already tar¬ 
geting players for next season. 

“Danny has taken on a full-time 
position, which two years ago if 
you would have said I would be 
employing somebody full-time at 
the football club I would have said 
‘you’re deranged, you’ve lost the 
plot’ but that’s how far the football 
club has moved forward,” said 
Cunningham. 

“I have spoken to Danny about 
next season, about areas of 
improvement, who we’re going to 
get. We have been looking at 
games at a higher level, looking at 
players.” 

Hugely impressed 

Cunningham has been hugely 
impressed with how Chapman 
has coped with management over 
the last four and a bit seasons, 
learning and progressing as his 
experience and knowledge have 
expanded. 

“If you look back on his position 
as manager, he took the side over 
with 17 games to go in 2010-11. He 
was unbeaten and got us to the 
play-off semi-final,” explained 
Cunningham. 

“Then the following season we 
missed out on the play-offs. The 
season after that he had no budget 
and his remit was purely ‘keep us 
in the league’ which he did even 
though he got deducted ten 
points. 

“The last two seasons we have 
got to the play-offs. We got a 
record number of points for the 
club and have not won the title. 
Once you get to the play-offs, it is a 
play-off - it’s a totally different 



thing. 

“We know the rules, whether 
we have got one point more, or we 
finished fifth like Thurrock did, 
and potentially can get pro¬ 
moted. 

“You can only look at yourself 
and say ‘what more could we have 
done?’ and I don’t think we could 


have done much more. 

“A year ago we were going in the 
right direction. A year later my 
only disappointment is that we 
are not in a better league. 

“The season when we cut the 
budget Danny worked wonders, 
and probably learnt more than he 
did at any time in his short mana¬ 


gerial career. 

“That was hard work and I 
wouldn’t want to go through that 
again.” 

But Cunningham is determ¬ 
ined that the club is run sensibly 
and stays within its means. 

“The only thing the fans would 
agree with is that they want the 


club to survive,” he said. 

“You don’t want this club going 
through administration again 
and all the pitfalls that come when 
you over-extend yourself. It’s not 
going to happen. 

“But the money we get we will 
spend on the team - it’s not going 
to be boom or bust.” 


Rams could 
turn dressing 
room pink 

NEW Rams chairman Tracey 
Lee has joked she could turn a 
dressing room pink when the 
rugby club moves to its new 
multi-million pound home at 
Latton Farm. 

Harlow could move in the next 
two years and Lee, unveiled as 
the first lady chairman in the 
club’s 60-year history last week, 
vowed with tongue-in-cheek that 
the women’s team could get their 
own back for years of heading 
home from training in dirty kit. 

The present clubhouse in 
Elizabeth Way is certainly not 
inspiring females to take up the 
sport, but that will improve 
dramatically with the move to a 
state-of-the-art ground with 
several pitches and a plush 
clubhouse off Second Avenue. 

“From the girls side of it, it is 
really not attractive for females 
at all. We do struggle on that side 
of things,” Lee (43) said. 

“It’s trying to get them to the 
club which isn’t attractive. 

“Quite often it means the 
ladies have to turn up dressed 
and ready to play. Because we 
train on Thursdays, the same as 
the men, the men have the 
showers and we don’t. 

Separate showers 

“I’m looking forward to having 
those separate showers. We 
might make the opposition 
change in a pink changing room 
that is the ladies changing room.” 

Lee knows the women’s game 
has moved on dramatically. 

She said: “It is improving, we 
are getting there. But there is 
that image that it is a dangerous 
sport and why would you want to 
play it?” 

The key for the new chairman 
is the switch to the new stadia, 
which will give Harlow one of 
the finest grounds in the East 
region. 

Lee, who is player-manager 
with the women’s team, is 
confident the club can then 
attract more players - both 
genders and all ages when its 
new ground is completed. 

“You would like to think we 
would attract a few more players 
for the first team, whether it’s 
players on their way down and 
pull themselves out of the higher 
level if they are getting older, or 
whether it’s younger players on 
their way up,” she said. 

“Hopefully the new facility 
will attract new people.”
